Rifai heads new 23-member cabinet 

King outlines principles for action; premier pledges efforts towards 
realising economic goals, Arab solidarity and coordination with PLO

AMMAN — A new 23-member cabinet 
headed by Zaid AI Rifai was sworn in 
Thursday following the resignation of the 
15-month-old government of Ahmad 
Obeidat whose resignation was accepted by 
His Majesty King Hussein who Issued a 
Royal Decree assigning Mr. Rifa’i as Mr. 
Obeidat’s successor. No reason was given 
for Mr. Obeidat’s resignation. 


In a letter of designation to Mr. 
Rifai , King Hussein outlined Jor- 
dan’s baric political principles on 
the domestic and foreign fronts- 
and laid the ground work for the 
country’s moves in the coming 
stage. 

The King said protection of 
Jordanian citizens and national 
interests in the face of aggression 
and terrorism should top all other 
priorities, and- therefore the 
armed and security forces should 
be strengthened to give full pro- 
tection to the country, enhance 
stability and self-confidence and 
pave the way for "“ore develop- 
ment and progi . . 

In his letter, the King said 
“Jordan’s achievements have so 
for been realised as a result of 
stability and security it has been 
enjoying and this has encouraged 
individual initiatives and helped 


to bring about stability." 

King Hussein said “it is of 
utmost importance to work to- 
wards providing protection to 
citizens against terrorism and 
safeguarding the security of the 
country, and the armed and 
security forces should be made 
capable of shouldering national 
duties and providing an atmos- 
phere of stability which forms a 
baric requirement for 
prosperity.” 

Economic goals 

Hie King urged the new gov- 
ernment to adopt sound princi- 
ples to overcome obstacles facing 
the economic development of the 
country. He said: “The coming 
stage should see the government 
taking steps towards reviving and 
reinvigorating the economic pro-

cess in Jordan, which, although 
poor in natural resources, can 
rely on the skills and endeavours 
of its citizens. Government prog- 
rammes should be geared to- 
wards stimulating the private sec- 
tor. and the public sector should 
respond by adopting modem 
trends in public administration, 
thus raising the efficiency of the 
civil" service system and facilitat- 
ing citizen’s business. The gov- 
ernment should modernise the 
country’s law for the encourage- 
ment of investment in a manner 
as to encourage foreign and 


Jordanian investors to contribute 
to national development projects, 
and the government should give 
due attention to the agricultural, 
and industrial sectors and tackle 
the problem of agricultural 
marketing with a view to restor- 
ing confidence among fanners 
and food producers." 

Social balance 

On the social level. King Hus- 
sein called on the new govem- 
’ment to strike a balance among 
the different social and public 


sectors and various govemorates. 
“The new government should 
take steps to avoid and prevent 
the emergence of any imbalance 
in human power infrastructure 
which does not serve the require- 
ments of the society,” King Hus- 
sein said. 

King Hussein said that the new 
government should give due care 
to developing cultural and youth 
institutions in Jordan and should 
do all it can to bring oat the 
creative power among young men 
and women of this country in a 
maimer to conform to the mod- 


em age. 

King Hussein called on the new 
government to cany out a re- 
examination of the educational 
situation in Jordan by developing 
school curricula and controlling 
random and unbalanced attitudes 
among the youth for obtaining 
higher university education in 
different specialisations. 

This, he said, “should be given 
'utmost priority in the course of 
planning the country's develop- 
ment because it will help in creat- 
ing job opportunities for all peo- 
ple and at the same time ‘preserve 
the national wealth." 

King Hussein said the public 
behaviour and the citizens’ keen- 
ness to abide by regulations and 
laws and their keenness to protect 
the environment can help main- 
tain a bright image for the 
country. 

“Perhaps the behaviour of 
citizens at the school, village, 
•town and streets and public 
places can best be controlled 
through institutions that offer 
guidance to the public through 
better information, religious ser- 
mons and the like which can aso 
help protect the country’s demo- 
cracy and freedom and create a 
healthy atmosphere conducive to 
progress and prosperity," King 
Hussein said. 

Arab solidarity 

On the political front. King 


Hussein underlined the need for 
the new government to pursue 
efforts for restoring Arab solidar- 
ity, encouraging a dialogue to 
bring about reconciliation among 
Arab countries. This, he said, 
“should stand out as a beacon 
guiding us towards our relations 
with Arab countries, particularly 
where common and central Arab 
causes are concerned." 

Id this respect, King Hussein 
added, Jordan will continue to 
support Iraq in its endeavours to 
repel aggression and its call for an 
end to the war with Iran on the 
basis of good neighbourly rela- 
tions and non-interference in 
each other's internal affairs and 
in accordance with international 
law. 

Coordination with PLO 

Turning to the Palestine prob- 
lem. King Hussein said that the 
government should pursue coop- 
eration with the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO) on the 
basis of the Feb. 11 Jordan-PLO 
agreement, and to act in coor- 
dination with Arab countries in 
supporting Jordanian-Palestinian 
moves that are pan of the overall 
Arab effons aimed at liberating 
Arab Jerusalem, the occupied 
West Bank, the Gaza Strip and 
the Syrian Golan Heights from 
Israeli occupation.

• TEL AVIV (AP) — A public opi- 
nion poll published Friday shows a 
continued increase in the pop- 
ularity of Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres and former Defence Min- 
ister Ariel Sharon. Of the 1,184 
Israelis surveyed by telephone in 
the nationwide poll commissioned 
by the daily Maariv newspaper, 
47.2 per cent said they thought 
Mr. Peres was the best suited Isr- 
aeli leader for the job of prime 
- minister. Mr. Sharon came in sec- 
ond with 6.3 per cent and Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin was the 
third with 5.6.

tions, an Israeli newspaper re- 
ported Friday. 

Egypt already has reopened a 
dialogue with Israel, which is 
“preferable to paralysis and 
severance" that marked their re- 
lations for two years,' Mr. Peres 
was quoted as saying in the inter- 
view with the Labour-party allied 
Davar newspaper. 

Asked if he might meet Mr. 
Mubarak in the next month or 
two, Mr. Peres replied: “There is 
a chance, but I don’t regard that 
as the be-all and end-all.” 

He noted that relations had 
improved in other areas, men- 
tioning Egypt’s invitation for 


an exodus of an estimated 30,000 
from their homes. 

Thousands of Palestinians have 
also fled their camps and Sidon’s 
mayor, Ahmad Kaiasb, said Fri- 
day more than 15,000 displaced 
families in the city needed imm- 
ediate relief that local agencies 
could not provide. 

In Beirut, the right-wing Fal- 
angist radio charged Christian vil- 
lages east of Sidon were being she- 
lled from ‘Ain Al HDweh and 
Midi Mieh Palestinian camps, but 
this could not be immediately con- 
firmed.

Big blast 
reported in 
Baghdad 

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — A big 
explosion rocked central Baghdad 
Friday shortly after an Iranian 
leader said Iran planned to launch 
a missile at the city. 

Residents beard the blast at 
3.23 pju. (1123 GMT) but were 
unable immediately to locate it 
and the cause was not dear. 

In Tehran, Iran announced it 
had fired a missile at Baghdad at 
1118 GMT. 

It was die eighth such big exp- 
losion in the capital in Jess than a 
month, with opinions varied as to 
their cause despite Iran’s ass- 
ertions that they were all caused 
by missiles. 

After the first few blasts last 
month, Iraq blamed them on 
bombs planted by Iranian agents. 
But later, Iraqi President Saddam 
Hussein accused unnamed Arab 
countries of supplying the Iranians 
with surface-to-surface missiles. 

Earlier, Iraq said its anti aircraft 
defences had shot down an Iranian 
warplane and vowed to continue 
air and missile attacks against Ira- 
nian towns. 

Iran said Thursday its war- 
planes bombed three Iraqi towns 
in retaliation for fresh Iraqi raids 
on Iranian cities. 

Iraq- said its warplanes had 
bombed Iranian troop con- 
centrations near the border and 
fired missiles into the Iranian cit- 
ies of Kermanshah and Hamadan. 

The dally newspaper Al Tha- 
wra, organ of the ruling Baath 
Party wrote Friday: “Iraq will use 
its massive destructive weapons to 
force the Tehran rulers to submit 
to the will of the Iraqi people in 
their desire for peace and justice. 

“There is no doubt that our 
great air force and missile arsenal 
are able to carry out this will and 
achieve ourstraiegic goal — a just, 
comprehensive and final peace,” 
the newspaper added. 

Iraq also announced Thursday 
• nigh t thaz its warplanes had hit a 
“large naval target" — its term for 
a big merchant vessel — in the 
■Gulf near Iran’s Kharg Island oil 
■terminal. 

But there was no independent 
confirmation from shipping sou- 
rces elsewhere and no word of any 
vessel in trouble. 

• Iraq’s Foreign Minister Tareq 
Aziz meanwhile returned here 
Friday from an eight day-tour 
which took him to the Soviet 
Union, Japan and China.

King receives crew, passengers 
of Alia plane attacked in Athens 


AMMAN — His Majesty King 
Hussein Friday was at Queen Alia 
International Airport to receive 
the crew and passengers of a plane 
of Alia, the Royal Jordanian Air- 
line, which was subjected to a ter- 
rorist attack on Thursday in Ath- 
ens airport while it was about to 
take off on a regular flight to 
Amman. 

After congratulating the crew 
and passengers on their safe arr- 
ival in Jordan, King Hussein said 
attacks such as“the evil attempt in 
Athens will not affect our noble 
and steady stands." 

“Such attempts, which can not 
be described and which are dir- 
ected against innocent and civilian 
people, do not only harm their 
perpetrators and those who enc- 
ourage them, but also the image of 
the Arab people abroad,” King 
Hussein said. 

He added: “This is our destiny 
and we should continue our 
march.” 

King Hussein affirmed that Jor- 
dan will achieve all its goals and 


objectives through “the goodwill 
and belief of its youth and all the 
citizens.” 

King Hussein paid tribute to the 
effons exerted by Alia and its staff 
and expressed pride in its services 
to Jordan and its people. 

King Hussein also inspected the 
Alia Boeing 727 which was hit by 
a shell fired from a bazooka in 
Athens. 

The plane's crew and pas- 
sengers expressed their app- 
reciation to King Hussein for rec- 
eiving them at the airpon. 

Commenting on the attack. 
Minister of Transport Farhi 
Obeid, who was also at the airpon 
to receive the plane's crew and 
passengers, said in a statement to 
the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, that such attack “wSI not 
affect Jordan's national and 
pan- Arab stands” and denounced 
the Athens attack which, he said, 
serves the enemies of the Arab 
Nation." 

Meanwhile, Greek police have 
launched a manhunt for a suspect 


wanted in connection with the 
attack in Athens. Greek police 
sources quoted by the Associated 
Press said. 

In a dispatch from the Greek 
capital, the AP said the sources 
identified the suspect as Galer* 
Ahmad Nasser, holder of a Jor- 
danian passport, who used the 
passport to rent a car at Athens 
airport 10 days ago. The sources 
said they believed the passport to 
be false. 

A shadowy group calling itself 
"black September” claimed res- 
ponsibility for the attack in a tel- 
ephone rail to the French news 
agency Agencc France Presse in 
Paris. The caller spoke in French. 

Greek police said the rocket was 
fired from a distance of 150 met- 
res just inside the perimeter of 
the Athens International Airport 
The shell hit the Alia Boeing, 
which was about to take off. and 
tore a 10-centimetre-long hole in 
the plane's body. No-one was inj- 
ured.

Sudan remains cut off as strikes continue 


CAIRO (R) — Anti-government 
demonstrations continued in 
Khartoum Friday as Sudan re- 
mained paralysed by a nation- 
wide strike and a communications 
blackout, diplomatic reports 
reaching Cairo said. 

Police used tear gas Thursday 
night to disperse stone-throwing 
demonstrators in Omdurman, 
across the Nile from Khartoum, 
but there were apparently no 
casualties, according to the re- 
ports. 

The clashes followed a march ■ 
In the capital two days ago by 
thousands of demonstrators call- 
ing for the resignation of Presi- 
dent Jaafar Numeiri. 

Police remained in force at 
government buildings and other 


key installations in Khartoum, as 
they have been since sharp rises 
in prices for bread and other 
commodities sparked two days of 
riots there 10 days ago. 

Mr. Numeiri. whose decision 
to scrap subsidies on key com- 
modities caused the price rises, 
was Friday winding up a visit to 
the United States for medical 
checks and talks with President 
Ronald Reagan. 

The diplomatic reports said 
food, fuel and other goods were 
running short and public services 
have been drastically reduced by 
the strike by doctors, lawyers, 
government employees, oil indus- 
try workers and other groups. 

Vice-President Omar Al Tayeb 
announced some price cuts on 


Khartoum Television Thursday 
night, the reports said, but de tails 
were not available. 

An Egyptian airline official 
said Sudan had closed its airspace 
to all traffic Friday after closing 
all its airports Thursday. Telex 
and telephone lines to Khartoum 
remained cut for the third day 
running, operators said. 

Mr. Numeiri, who has survived ■ 
several attempts to topple him 
during almost 16 years in power, 
has accused the fundamentalist 
Muslim brotherhood of being be- 
hind the riots, in which at least 
five people are reported to have 
been killed. 

He last month arrested 11 
brotherhood leaders and accused 


the movement of trying to over- 
throw him. 

An American who left Khar- 
toum on the last flight out Thurs- 
day said many thousands of 
lawyers in traditional black rdbes, 
as well as doctors, engineers and 
others took part in Wednesday's 
massive demonstration. 

Trade union leaders had earlier 
told reporters in Khartoum they 
wanted the strike to develop into* 
civil disobedience throughout the 
country to force Mr. Numeiri to 
step down.

U.S. criticises transfer of prisoners 

France denounces Israeli 
transfer of Ansar PoWs

transfer by Israeli military authorities of several 
hundred prisoners from a camp in South Lebanon to' 
Israel. 


A communique published by 
the Ministry of External Relations 
denounced the action earlier this 
week and said the French amb- 
assador in Israel had been ins- 
tructed to make his country’s 
views known. 

U.N. Secretary General . Javier 
Perez de Cuellar said Thursday - 
Israel's transfer of detainees from 
Lebanon to Israel was at odds with 
articles of the Fourth Geneva 
Convention on protection of civ- 
ilians in wartime. 

The U.N. chief, now visiting 
Bahrain, was commenting thr- 
ough a spokesman at the United 
Nations on Israel's transfer ou 
Tuesday of more than 1,000 pri- 
soners from the Ansar Camp in 
southern Lebanon to a detention 
camp in Israel. 

The spokesman said: "The sec- 
retary general believes it is most 
important that the provisions of 
the Geneva Conventions be fully 
respected. He considers that the 
transfer of detainees to Israel is at 
variance with the intent and spirit 
of articles 49 and 76 of the Fourth 
Geneva Convention.*’ 

The Israeli move has also been 
criticised by ' the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) and the U.S. State Dep- 
artment. Israel says its action is 
permitted under certain pro- 
visions of the convention. 

A State Department statement 
says that the transfer by Israel of 


1,000 detainees from southern 
Lebanon to Israel "appears" to be 
inconsistent with the Fourth Gen- 
eva Convention of 1949. 

"We've consistently taken the 
position that the Fourth Geneva 
Convention applies to areas of 
Lebanon under Israeli occ- 
upation." the State Department 
said. “According to the con- 
vention. protected persons are to 
be detained only within the occ- 
upied countiy. Their transfer to 
the territory of the occupying 
power is prohibited regardless of 
motive.” 

The statement said “it appears 
that Israel's actions are inc- 
onsistent with the pertinent pro- 
visions of the' Geneva Con- 
vention.” 

In Israel, a Foreign Ministry 
spokesman said the detainees tra- 
nsferred to Israel had been acc- 
orded all the privileges due pri- 
soners of war under the Geneva 
Convention, although he said they 
did not qualify for that status. 

The assertion by die State Dep- 
artment today was its first cri- 
ticism of Israel's actions in sou- 
thern Lebanon since the Israelis 
began to withdraw their troops 
earlier this year. 

The Official Soviet News Age- 
ncy TASS Friday compared Israel 
with Hitler's Germany, saying Tel 
Aviv used Nazi methods in Leb- 
anon and was bent on creating a 
"great Israel”. 


New Israeli fortifications 
to be completed by June 


TEL AVIV (R) — New, Israeli 
fortifications along the Lebanese 
border will be completed by June 
ready for the army's withdrawal 
. from Lebanon, the local military 
commander said Friday. 

Gen. Ori Orr, head of the 
army's northern command, told 
state radio that equipment bro- 
ught out of Israeli bases in South 
Lebanon was being installed on 
the SO-kiloraetre frontier and in 
border settlements. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin met U.N. Under Secretary 
Brian Urquhart Friday to discuss 
the future of the United Nations 
peacekeeping force in South Leb- 
anon. 

The mandate of the 5,850- 
strong force expires in two weeks. 
Israel says it will not oppose a 
six-month renewal of the mandate 
but is resisting proposals for the 
force to deploy on the border. 

The amiy, concerned about the 
risk of cross-border attacks, plans 
to establish a so-called security _ 
zone north of the frontier to be 
policed by Israeli-backed South 
Lebanon Army (SLA). 

State radio, quoting military 
sources, reported resistance org- 


anisations had moved trucks equ- 
ipped with multiple rocket lau- 
nchers into areas of South Leb- 
anon recently evacuated by the 
army. 

Israel, which invaded Lebanon 
in June 1982 with the declared 
goal of driving Palestinian com- 
mandos out of rocket range, this 
week accelerated its withdrawal. 

Local newspapers are now pre- 
dicting the array will be home next 
month. . 

Israeli troops killed eight peo- 
ple in a Shfite village in South 
Lebanon Thursday as a spate of 
roadside bomb blasts wounded 
three French U.N. troops and 
three Israel i soldiers, security sou r 
rces said. 

Two British camera crews were 
among journalists who escaped 
unhurt when one of four roadside 
bombs exploded near an Israeli 
convoy escorting them past the 
port city of Tyre, the sources said. 

A military spokesman in Tel 
Aviv said the Israeli array had kil- 
led eight “armed terrorists” dur- 
ing a search of Kawthariyet As 
Siyad village, just outside its occ- 
upation zone. 
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“The Israeli leaders, just like 
their Western backers, are always- 
outraged by any parallels drawn 
between them and the Hitler cut 
throats. But this reaction is the 
best proof the comparison hit its 
mark,” TASS said. 

The news agency said people 
had initially believed Nazism 
ended with World War II. 

“However, the Nazis have their 
followers, as is clearly illustrated 
by the policy of Tel Aviv.” it said. 

In Nazi style. Israel was carrying 
out punitive raids on villages in 
Lebanon, had tortured Arab pri- 
soners and used tank guns against 
civilians at close range, TASS said. 

Israel was “obsessed with the 
mad idea of the 'great Israel’ and 
inspired by Washington's unc- 
onditional support.” 

Asked whether it might have 
been possible to move the pri- 
soners to some other site within 
Lebanon, possibly one patrolled 
by the Israeli-backed South Leb- 
anon Army militia, Mr. Peres said : 

“I am afraid it would continue 
to be an attraction of repeated att- 
acks and after all, to save the lives 
of many people must be the main , 
consideration in every move we ; 
are taking.” 

Israeli Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres in lb interview denied Thu- 
rsday that Israel had violated 
terms of the Geneva Cbnvemion j 
in transferring an estimated 1,100 | 
prisoners from a facility in South i 
Lebanon to sites within Israel. 

“They are not prisoners of war 
and the convention has to do with 
normal war,” Mr. Peres said in an 
interview in his office with the 
U.S. Cable News Network. 

Iraqi National

AMMAN (Petra) — Speaker of 
the Iraqi National Assembly Sa- 
'doun Hammadi conferred here 
Thursday with the speakers of the 
Upper and Lower Houses of Par- 
liament, Mr. Ahmad A1 Lawzi 
and Mr. A kef A1 Fayez. 

They reviewed parliamentary 
relations between Iraq and Jor- 
dan and the situation at the Iraq- 
Iran war front. 

The Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, said that Dr. Hammadi 
also discussed with Mr. Lawzi 
and Mr. Fayez, Middle East de- 
velopments. Arab affairs and 
Iraq's endeavours to end the war 
with Iran peacefully.

Hussein: Irani has no hope to win war 


BAGHDAD (R) — Iraq has rep- 
orted launching missile attacks on 
Iranian cities and on a ship near 
Iran’s main oil terminal as its pre- 
sident said Iran had no hope of 
winning the war and should sign a 
peace treaty. 

Iraq said its warplanes hit a 
"large naval targe: - ' near the 
Kharg Island oil terminal Thu- 
rsday evening and that it also lau- 
nched three missile attacks during 
the day against ihe Iranian cities of 
Kermanshah — now known as 
Bakhta ran — and Hamatian. 

There was no immediate ind- 
ependent confirmation of the sni- 
pping strike or the a Hack on Ham- 
adan, but Iran confirmed the raid 
on Bakhtaran, saying 25 people 
had died and 70 had been wou- 
nded. 

A military spokesman said t!te 
attacks on the cities were launched 
in retaliation for Iranian strikes on 
Baghdad, Basra and other Iraqi 
towns and cities. Bakhtaran is 140 
kilometres from the border, while 
Haraadan is 250 kilometres front 
the border. 

Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 


sein said in a speech in the nor- 
thern Iraqi city of Erbil, centre of 
the autonomous region of Kur- 
distan : " We tell the enemy there is 
no hope if they follow the military 
way.” 

“The armies have to return to 
the international borders and a 
peace accord be signed,” Mr. Hus- 
sein said. “Iraq and Iran must live- 
in freedom, each respecting the 
other's bordera, sovereignty and 
security without interference in 
each other's internal affairs.” 

Iraoian team in Moscow 

TEHRAN (R) — An Iranian del- 
egation left Friday for Moscow, a 
major arms supplier to Tehran's 
Gulf war enemy Iraq, Tehran 
Radio reported. 

The radio said the team, led by 
Deputy Foreign Minister Hossein 
Kazem Pour Ardebili, would dis-- 
cuss political and technical coo- 
peration and reactivation of a 
joint economic commission.

WASHINGTON (USIA) — U.S. 
assistant secretary of state Ric- 
hard Murphy has called for mil- 
itary and economic support to 

Jordan, 

He told the House App- 
ropriations Subcommittee on 
Foreign Operations that aid levels 
approved earlier by the Foreign 
Affairs Committee should be con- 
firmed and sent to the floor of the 
House for a final vote. 

“ As part of our general effort to 
promote regional stability,” said 
Mr. Murphy, “the resolution of 
the Arab-Israeli conflict continues 
to be one of our ‘foremost obj- 
ectives. There are no quick and 
easy solutions for peace in the reg- 
ion. However, we will persevere 
with our efforts, which are based, 
on the president's Middle East 
peace initiative of Sept. 1, 1982." . 

"Our assistance plays an imp- 
ortant role in furthering the peace 
process," he said. 

Following are excerpts of Mr. 
Murphy's statement: 

Six years ago a peace treaty 
ended thirty years of war between 
Egypt and Israel. Israel and Egypt 
'remain our principal partners in 
the quest for peace, and these two 
nations are the largest recipients 
of our proposed foreign assistance 
for fiscal year 19S6. This ass- 
istance is aimed at ensuring their 
security and strengthening their 
economies, both essential to their 
continuing on the path to a bro- 
ader peace settlement. 

Smaller programmes planned 
for Jordan and Lebanon can also 
•promote regional stability and 
progress toward peace. Jordan 
•requires our continued support to 
maintain its security, its role in fac- 
ilitating the stability of the area, 
and to build the necessary con- 
fidence to join the peace process. 

A stable and secure Jordan is 
essential to advance the pre- 
sident's Middle East peace ini- 
tiative. Jordan is surrounded by 
larger and more powerful states. It 
is far weaker militarily than Israel' 
and its defensive capability vis- 
a-vis Syria has declined dra- 
matically in relative terms over the 
pasL decade. 

Despite this difficult position. 
Jordan has recently taken some 
bold steps which demonstrate its 
commitment to moderation and 
progress toward peace. 

Last foil, it reestablished dip- 
lomatic relations with Egypt, the- 
reby reducing Egypt's isolation, 
underscoring once again Jordan's 

■ moderate role, and reinforcing the 
principle that no state should be 
ostracised or penalised for making 
peace. Jordan also hosted the Pal- 
estine National Council (PNC) 
meeting in Ararpan, where King 
Hussein openly challenged the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) to accept U.N. Security 
Council Resolution 242. 

The Jordanians play a res- 
ponsible role in the region in oth- 
er ways as well. .Jordan's pre- 
paredness to respond to requests 

■ for assistance and support to Arab 
states in the Gulf continues to be a 
key element of King Hussein's 
policy, as does Jordanian efforts to 
maintain a secure border between 
Jordan and Israel. Jordan's inf- 
luence as a force for security, sta- 


bility and moderation in the Mid- 
die East has been and continues to 
be a positive one, deserving of 
U.S. support. 

Earlier U.S. Secretary of Si=t c 
George Shultz has said that tits 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon, in 
June 1982. has been “a big set- 
back” to the peace process in the 
Middle East. 

Mr. Shultz was speaking bef- 
ore a Senate Appropriations Sub- 
committee to discuss the adm- 
inistration's proposed $2,561 mil- 
lion fiscal 1986 1986 budget for 
the State Department. 

On the search for peace in the 
Middle East. Mr. Shultz.toJd que- 
stioners that "what we’re looking 
for is movement in a process that 
in the end will lead to a proper 
Arab delegation sitting down dir- 
ectly with Israel to try to negotiate 
the conditions for peace.” 

"And there’s a slight amount o: 
motion in that direction — 
gigantic, but it's a little motion.' 
he said. 

"The key Arab country inv- 
olved at this point is Jordan. v!r. 
Shultz said. "The population 
group that has to be satisfied ia 
any deal is :he Palestinian pop- 
ulation group. No deal-making 
process. I think that’s elemental ' 

The problem is to find people 
who “will be accepted as leg- 
itimate by the Palestinians and 
who Israel will sit down with. And 
you start with the proposition that 
Israel won't sit down with dec- 
lared leaders of the PLO.'' he said. 
“And on the other hand, it s no: 
worth sitting down with peop^ 
who have no standing to reprcseitf 
the Palestinian people." 

Mr. Shultz said the dilemma lies 
in “trying to find your way thr- 
ough that key hole, and that's 
what we are trying to do." 

" We continue to work with bo:r ; 
parties in trying to warm up the 
peace between Israel and Egypt, 
and I think there's some con- 
siderable motion in that dir- 
ection,” Mr. Shultz said on a rel- 
ated issue. 

He said it w-ts simple tact ihsi 
the Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 
June 1982 had been “a big set- 
back” to the peace process and 
created “great turmoil and put ■ 
lot of activities on hold.*’ 

Mr. Shultz said’ the current sit- 
uation was complex and the Uni- 
ted States would like to see the 
relationship between Israel and 
Egypt “stronger and warmer." He 
said Israelis often question the - 
return of the Sinai to Egypt by 
asking: “If the formula is territory 
fox- peace, we gave up the ter- * 
ritoty, where is the peace? And • 
what is the quality of the peace?” 

"I think the quality of the peace 
needs to be maintained," the sec- 
retary said. He pointed out that • 
Egypt has been very strong in say- 
ing that it would never let goof its 
peace treaty with Israel as a cor^ ~~ 
dition for acceptance in the ArsX — 
World. 

Jordan, meanwhile, has ree- y 
stablished diplomatic relations 
with Egypt, even though Cairo has 
maintained its peace treary with 1 
Israel. “So there's a certain bri- 
dging,' Mr. Shultz commented. 
“And I think ihafs a positive 
thing.”

Jordan honours charities 
on Social Work Day 

Hassan calls for new approach to welfare

AMMAN — His Royal Highness Crown Prince Has- 
san Thursday called for the implemeiitatioD of an 
integrated demographic concept and stressed the 
need for crystallising a new approach to social dev- 
elopment which he said should start from the grass- ■ 
roots level and work upwards. 


Deputising for His Majesty 
King Hussein, Prince Hassan pat- 
ronised the Social Work Day cel- 
ebrations at AI Hussein Cultural 
Palace and awarded Royal Ind- 
ependence Medals of the Second 
Order and shields of the General 
Union of Voluntary Societies 
(GUVS) to selected voluntary 
pioneers and social welfare and 
charitable institutions in app- 
reciation of their efforts to pro- 
mote social welfare in the Kin- 
gdom. 

Prince Hassan also called for 
development plans which take 
social development and eco- 
nomical development into con- 
sideration. He went on to say that, 
the concept of redistribution of 
profits and roles in governors tes 
as well as in the rural areas should 
be reconsidered. The Crown Pri- 
nce called for comprehensive dev- 
elopment plans which he said sho- 
uld combine the efforts of the gov- 
ernment and the social sector, 
which includes health, education, 
youth and social welfare org- 
anisations. 

Prince Hassan also said that 
during the last thirty years, Jordan 
has witnessed rapid development 
in the economic sector, illustrated 
by the present eocmomic inf- 
rastructure and the establishment 
of multiple large-scale industries 
but added that social development 
has witnessed little change. The- 
refore, social development should 
be an integrated part of dev- 
elopmental plans in the coming 
years. Prince Hassan said. 

The Crown Prince said that 
there are currently 400 Jordanian 
private social welfare institutions 
working in the field of social wel- 
fare and services, therefore wor- 
king priorities should be set in 
order to overcome the repetition 
and duplication of work and eff- 
orts executed by such institutions. 

Prince Hassan also praised soc- 
ial work organised and carried out ( 
by organisations and institutions 
in the occupied West Bank of Jor- 
dan and said that such efforts have 
helped needy people to overcome 
their problems. He also said that 


such voluntary services have hel- 
ped families of prisoners and have 
given support to the Palestinian 
people under occupation. 

Dr. Tayseer Abdul Jaber said 
that ever since the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Development 
was established in the fifties, one- 
of its main aims was to coordinate ' 
and encourage private social wel- 
fare institutions in harmony with 
governmental efforts. He added 
that the ministry has supported a 
number of voluntary institutions 
which in turn has resulted in upg- 
rading the social services offered 
to society in various parts of the 
country. _ 

Dr. Abdul Jaber added that the 
ministry's development plan for- 
1985-1990 stressed the priority 
for a plan which takes into con- 
sideration the prevention of any 1 
duplication or repetition of goals, 
especially since the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Development 
organised the plan in coordination 
with GUVS and the Queen Alia 
Jordan Social Welfare Fund 
(QAJSWF). He added that the 
participants also recommended 
the establishment of a Jordanian - 
National Social Welfare Fund thr- 
ough which public and private fin- 
ancial donations could be red- 
istributed to needy people and 
families. 

GUVS President Abdullah Al . 
Khatib said that there are 550 pri- 
vate social welfare organisations 
in Jordan and the West Bank in 
which more than 52,000 voluntary 
individuals work. He added that 
the social welfare concept of 
GUVS is to complement gov- 
ernment efforts vis-a-vis social 
welfare. Dr. Khatib added that the 
concept of “peace and individual 
social cohesion" is a basic motto 
for the voluntary associations and 
organisations - 

Dr. Khatib also said that GUVS 
is offering help in the fields of reh- 
abilitation of the handicapped and 
pointed out that 85 per cent of the 
handicapped are given direct help 
from private voluntary ins- 
titutions. He continued that 95 per 
cent of children's nurseries and

Old, new faces appear in 
Rifai’s 23-member cabinet

AMMAN — The new cabinet, 
headed by Prime Minister Zaid Al 
Rifai was sworn in Thursday and 
retains five ministers from Mr. 
Ahmad Obeidafs cabinet, brings 
in seven prominent figures for the 
first time to ministerial posts and 
adds three new portfolios.

Dr. Hanna Oddi as minister of 
finance, Farhi Obeid as minister 
of transport, Hfcham Al Khatib as 
minister of energy and mineral 
resources while Dr. Abdullah Al 
Nsour retains his portfolio as 
minister of planning. 

The seven new ministers assum- 
ing office for the first time are: 
Dr. Nasseruddin Al Assad as 
_ minister of higher education, Mr. 


■Ahmad Dakhgan as minister- of 
agriculture, Mr. Mohammad Al 
Khatib as minis ter of information, 
culture, tourism and antiquities, 
Mr. Riyad Al Shaka’a as minister 
of Justice, Dr. Zaid Hamzeh as 
minktpr of health. Dr. Taher Ka- 
na’an as minister of occupied ter- 
ritories affairs ami Mr. Hisham. 
Al Sharari as minister of youth. 

Some cabinet portfolios were 
combined. Former Balqa Gov- 
ernor Mohammad Al Khatib took 
over the Information Ministry 
together with culture, tourism 
and antiquities while Dr. Rqfa’i 
Muasber heads the combined 
ministries of supply, trade and 
industry. 

The Minis try of State for Par-

Education were created in the newj 
cabinet to increase the number of 
portfolios to 23. 

Seven dnpties of the Lower

TEHRAN does not look like a city 
at war or in the grip of violent 
revolution. Few men in 'uniform' 
are seen in the crowded streets, 
shops appear to be well stocked, 
boutiques offer Western fashions 
to ladies — who in public may- 
wear only Islamic dress — and by 
night elegant parties still take 
place in the affluent northern sub- 
urbs. 

Such conventional normality 
sits oddly alongside the rev- 
olutionary fervour of a regime 
which is relentlessly pursuing a 
four-and-a-half-year war with 
neighbouring Iraq and which pre- 
aches Islamic revolution, not just 
in the Middle East but wherever 
Muslims are to be found. 

If the Western world is confused 
by the paradoxes of today’s Iran, it 
is probably because it has never 
before attempted to come to grips 
with a revolution led by clerics — 
and certainly not with one based 
on the Shf ite sect of Islam. 

The task is made doubly dif- 
ficult by the dominant personal 
role of Ayatollah Ruhollah Kho- 
meini. the nation's spiritual lea- 
der, and by the absence of a clearly 
defined power structure. 

Iran today is profoundly unr- 
evolutionary in a Western political, 
sense. The unarmed shock troops 
of tbe revolution which flooded 
the streets of the nation's cities in 
1978 and 1979 to overthrow the 
Shah may in many cases have been 
the young and economically 
deprived — but their inspiration 
was provided by men in their six- 
ties and seventies. The chant of 
"God is Great 5 ' was, and is, a far 
more highly charged rallying cry 
than social justice or the red- 
istribution of wealth. 

■ Iran's revolution seeks to bring 
people back to God and to an ideal 
society which purportedly existed 
more than 1,000 years ago. The 
main obstacles to that dream are 
perceived as the secular gov- 
ernments of both East and West; 
and especially those which are 
deemed to have held Iran in cul-

tural and political slavery for so 
much of its history and which con- 
tinue to oppress many millions of 
Muslims throughout the world. . 

Once that argument is accepted,, 
much of Iran's foreign policy falls 
into place. The U.S. Embassy in 
Tehran was not performing dip- 
lomatic functions, it was a "nest of 
spies" perpetuating American 
colonial occupation; Iraq's "inv- 
asion" in September 1980 was an 
American and Soviet-inspired 
attempt to snuff out tbe revolution 
in its infancy, the Arab mon- 
archies of the Gulf are mere tools 
of U-S. imperialism; tbe Soviet 
"invasion” of Afghanistan was a 
bid to spread Communist heg- 
emony; and most European pow- 
ers are playing tunes composed in 
Washington or Moscow. 

All these external forces are 
viewed as the natural enemies of 
the Islamic Revolution. Iran’s cle- 
rgy never appear to weary of exp- 
osing their own highly ind- 
ividualistic interpretations of 
world conspiracies. 

Talking to Ir anians fo Tehran 
reveals tbe fertile ground in which 
these ideas can take root. Even 
among those most implacably 
opposed to the effects of the rev- 
olution, there is an enthusiastic 
appreciation of conspiracy the- 
ories. 

While they may deplore the 
excesses of the revolution and the 
personal damage which it has inf- 
licted on their life style, they also 
betray a sneaking regard for the 
objective of making Iran less dep- 
endent on foreign powers. For the 
true believers in the revolution, 
the objective is an obsession in no 
way better expressed than through 
the overthrow of the Iraqi gov- 
ernment. 

The need for victory in the Gulf 
war is, however, far more complex 
than just an expression of national 
independence. The Ir ania n view 
of Islam involves not turning Lhe 
other cheek but striking back 
twice as hard. Tbe aggressor is 
bound to be punished for his sins.

"war criminals”. 

Foreign Ministry officials are 
fond of drawing World War II 
parallels and claiming the same 
rights to invade Iraq as the Allies 
did to enter Germany. The only 
conciliation talks they are int- 
erested in would involve dis- 
cussions on the removal of tbe 
Iraqi government. 

The obduracy with which the 
Iranian regime prosecutes the 
Gulf war also highlights the int- 
ernational aspect of the rev- 
olution. Khomeini has always 
made clear that his religious obl- 
igation stretches far beyond the 
borders of Iran to encompass all 
Muslims. In order to prosper, the 
revolution has to expand and 
where better 'to ' start than cou- 
ntries with majority Shi 1 ite pop- 
ulations. notably Iraq and Leb- 
anon. 

For many middle-class Iranians, 
the notion appears absurd and can 
only bring the wrath of world 
powers upon the country. Yet for 
the clerics, who proved most peo- 
ple wrong by toppling the Shah, 
nothing is impossible, given eno- 
ugh time and an unwavering 
commitment. 

Whether the revolution pos- 
sesses sufficient of those two qua- 
lities is the question which all 
Middle East leaders would like to 
be able to answer. Certainly it has 
proved its durability. On its sixth 
birthday last month, the regime 
had already survived severe dom- 
estic political challenges, an ext- 
ernal war, a decline in tbe price of 
oil, an international arms boycott, 
serious disruption to its industry 
and agriculture, and an exodus of 
many of its best qualified pro- 
fessionals. 

Most effective opposition in 
Iran has been squashed, including, 
of course, those factions which ini- 
■ dally worked closely with the cie- . 
rgy to remove the Shah. Although 
there is considerable freedom of 
speech in private, no one actively 
working against the government, 
can expect any mercy from men 
who execute in the name of God 
rather than in defence of a pol- 
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offer the way forward to all Mus- 
lims. 

The extent to which the amb- 
itions of the ayatollahs can be con- 
fined within the borders of Iran 


much attuned to commerce there 
are fresh opportunities for fin- 
ancial gain with a regime which 
defends the role of the private sec- 
tor.

The dergy remain die largest 
landowners in Iran and their per- 
sonal stake in the countryside has 
rendered largely ineffective all 
attempts at land reform. Although 
the levels of personal taxation 
payable to the state will increase, 
the principle has quickly run up 
against vested clerical interests in 
ensuring steady payment of rel- 
igious and charitable dues. The 
support provided for the clergy 
and the revolution from the fin- 
ancially powerful merchants of the 
bazaar has similarly served to 
water down proposals aimed at 
nationalising foreign trade. 

The state structure created after 
the revolution is specifically des- 
igned to prevent political ideas 
challenging the supreme spiritual 
leader’s interpretation of the 
Koran. Personal influence with 
Ayatollah Khomeini still counts 
for more than tbe individual aut- 
hority of president, prime minister 
or parliament. 

At each stage of the decision- 
making process, there are checks 
and balances with Khomeini nom- 
inating his own personal rep- 
resentatives to all the important 
organs of state. 

These factors have sim- 
ultaneously served to create an 
internal economic inertia which is 
in sharp contrast to the more det- 
ermined efforts to instruct the 
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Neves’ illness fosters political crisis 


The sudden deterioration in the medical condition of Brazil's 
president-elect, Trane redo Neves, means that he may never assume, 
office. Since he is the only politician of stature capable of reconciling 
conflicting forces in the country, this puts Brazil in a difficult political 
situation, as Andrew Whitley reports. 


RIO DE JANEIRO — The sud- 
den deterioration in President 
Tancredo Neves' medical con- 
dition — making it increasingly 
likely that, at best, he will be inc- 
apacitated for some time to come 
and, at worst, may never assume 
the presidency — puts Brazil in a 
very difficult political situation. 

Constitutionally, authority rests 
with Vice-President Jose Saniey, 
54, who was sworn into office rec-' 
ently in the president’s absence. 
Under the accepted line of suc- 
cession he would normally be exp- 
ected to step up. 

In practice, however, it is highly 
unlikely that Acting President 
Saniey, a light-weight politician 
who was a faithful servant of the 
just-ended military regime of the 
past two decades, would be per- 
mitted to take over on a per- 
manent basis. 

Mr. Saniey was chosen by Mr. 
Neves as his r unning mate for the 
January indirect elections solely to 
balance his ticket as the candidate 
of the heterogeneous Democratic 
Alliance. The former government 
politicians who participated in the 
opposition alliance put Mr. Samey 
forward as their candidate. 

Next in fine to succeed, if the 
constitution is followed faithfully, 
is Mr. Ulysses Guimaraes. pre- 
sident of the Chamber of Dep- 
uties, the Lower House of Con- 
gress, and president of the Bra- 
zilian Democratic Movement 
Party (UMBD). the largest party 
in the country and one with a vocal 
left-wing. 

Here again, practical political 


problems arise. Mr. Guimaraes. 
himself a left-winger and ardent 
opponent of the old military reg- 
ime. is anathema to tbe country's 
business and financial community. 
It is also hard to imagine the mil- 
itary permitting the succession, so 
soon after their own departure 
from centre stage, of a politician 
they bad constantly fought. 

Nor are fresh elections a viable 
possibility in the near future. Pre- 
sident Neves won .by means of the 
military-created and highly unp- 
opular electoral college on the 
basis of a promise that, if elected, 
these would be the last such ele- 
ctions to be held in Brazil. 

The then opposition candidate 
won public backing for his pre- 
sidential bid only because of his 
pledge that he was participating in 
the artificially contrived electoral 
procedure “so as to explode it 
from the inside". His own can- 
didacy had, in turn, resulted from 
the failure of last year's massive 
campaign for direct presidential 
elections. 

But to hold direct elections will 
require a change in the con- 
stitution. That would take some 
considerable time — and time is 
one thing Brazil does not have. 

Congressional committees are 
already at work examining cha- 
nges in electoral law, permitting 
the reorganisation of the present, 
highly controlled party structure 
and preparing the way for a con- 
stituent assembly next year. This 
was expected to restore direct ele- 
ctions for President Neves’s suc- 
cessor, possibly in 1988.. 


What makes the political out- 
look so bleak, if the 75-year-old 
president does not recover, is the 
universal recognition in Brazil 
that be is the only figure of any 
stature capable of binding up old 
wounds and reconciling the deeply 
antagonistic political forces in tbe 
country. 

! While assuring the public im- 
mediately that Brazil has changed 
as a result of this month's hand- 
over of power by the military to a. 
civilian government — and thus 
that democratic practice will be 
observed during this crisis — no 
Brazilian politician is yet pre- 
pared to contemplate openly the 
prospect of being without Mr. 
Neves. 

As Senator Fernando Henrique 
Cardoso, the government leader 
in Congress, said recently after 
one of a series of urgent meetings 
in Brasilia of political leaders and 
congressional office holders: "The 
greatest symbol today (of this 
change) is Tancredo Neves." 

Within a political climate fra- 
ught with uncertainties, the eco- 
nomic consequences,, of a lengthy 
period of political turmoil in Bra- 
zil could be grave. 

Technically in default with its 
foreign creditors — as a result of 
the suspension by the Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund in Jan- 
uary of its Brazilian loans, pending 
fresh negotiations with the inc- 
oming administration for an aus- 
terity programme — the Neves 
government has only until the end 
of May to reach agreement with 
the IMF and the banks. 

This date marks the deadline set 
by the bank creditors’ advisory 
committee, which twice already’ 
has had to extend temporarily the. 
■debt renegotiation terms which 
expired at the end of 1984. 




Where wfll Neves’ illness lead afl- 
ing Brazil? 

After growing solidly by 4.5 per 
cent last year on the bade of an 
export boom, the Brazilian- eco- 
no my has recently shown signs of 
slowing down. The 1985 export 
target of $28 billion in particular 
looks increasingly difficult to ach- 
ieve. Most businessmen are anx- 
ious to see what changes the new 
government will herald. 

The first economic ann- 
ouncements made recently have 
been purely holding measures, 
designed to buy time. But for tea- 
ching decisions on a wide range of 
policy areas — from salary adj- 
ustments to agriculture credit — 
are becoming pressing.

are two new series. Full Haase, at 
8.30, concerns itself with the pro- 
blems of housesharmg. After, 
three years of marriage, Paul and 
Marsha Hatfield are desperate for 
a place of their own. When they do! 
find their dream house, it seems, 
that all their troubles are over. 
Well, at but one — they can't aff- 
ord it! Murray and Diana McCoy 
have the same problem, and this 
gives Marsha an idea: why don’t 
they share it? From this variation - 
of “Time's Company” the basic 
sit-com situation develops. 

At 9.10 cm Sundays there is a 
13-part series from Granada — 
“The History of Tefevudon”. This 
series, (which has already picked 
up one major T.V. award — the 
Award of Excellence in television 
programming from the Banff Tel- 
evision Festival), examines tel- 
evision world-wide within the con- 
text of specific subject areas: 
major public or sporting events, 
news and current affairs, edu- 
cation and children’s pro- 
grammes, light entertainment and 
comedy, drama and Brama doc- 
umentaries. The final programme 
will look forward to the future of 
television, at a time when tbe int- 
roduction of cable and satellite 
systems and the consistent growth- 
of video-recorder ownership will, 
entail radical changes in both vie- 
wing and transmitting patterns. 
This is what it will ask. What I 
think will be more interesting will, 
be those questions that the pro- 
gramme fails to ask regarding, for 
instance, violence. We are all very 
aware of the heated arguments 
against violence in films on tel-' 
eviskwi, and indeed in en fit f f 
reality and fantasy”. But no-one 
would stop an impressionable tee- 
nager from watching the news. 
Such a desire indicated a growing 
maturity and interest in world 
events. And what does the child 
see. Not just murder and ass- 
assination, which, unfortunately, 
are unavoidable, but also the cam- 
era’s fond lingering dose-ups of 
pools of blood, mutilated corpses, 
and other sickening scenes. The 
fact that the poor individual is 
dead is fact enough; do we really 
need the graphic evidence? As for 
confusing fantasy and reality, 
most children know the difference 
between a bullet-riddled corpse in 
a Sam Peckinpah movie and one 
cm the evening news. Which do 
you really think is more likely to 
be disturbing? Such insistence on 
“real" news started, I suspect, 
with the first TV war — Vietnam. 
Anyone who saw that excellent 
film “Apocalypse Now” will rem- 
ember that disturbing scene where 
a squad of marines, landing on a 
beach, and intent on finding cover, 
were required by a TV news crew 
to search already abandoned 
beach dwellings, “for the viewers 
back home”. Whether such things 
actually happened, and Fm pretty 
sure they did, wQI be discovered 
by watching “Vietnam, The Ten. 
T ltonsim dDoyWiir”, which starts 
tonight at 830. Since 1945, when 
Ho Chi Minh turned his attention 
from the Japanese to the returning 
French colonial rulers, the Vie- 
tnamese communists had waged 
[an unremitting struggle to unite 
Vietnam under tbe Marxist ban- 
ner. In turn the French, the South 
Vietnamese and the Americans; 
had fought to prevent them, and 
lost. The Vietnam War was the 
longest war in modern history. 

This series is the first teleyiskm 
history erf the war. More than half 


a million feet of film have been 
assembled to -make tbe series, 
from archives in Europe, the U.S. 
and Asia, in particular footage 
from the North Vietnamese arc- 
hives in Hanoi, never before seen 
in the West. It is also very long: 25 
half-hour episodes, (“War and' 
Peace” without the peace), and 
will take us all well into the aut- 
umn. One slight query: it's sub- 
titled *1945-1975”. Only a cur- 
sory glance at the newspapers will 
show that this war did not end with 
the American pull-out. 

Recently there was a celebrated 
libel case involving the American 
television giant CBS and some - 
■general. Whether or not the case 
was occasioned by this series, I 
cannot remember. (I am but a 
mere hack, whose memory fails 
him). Whatever, CJ3.S. won the 
libel case, and probably rightly so. 
But how accountable is television 
for that great imponderable, 
truth? As I wrote last week, this is 
one of the great debates sur- 
rounding “The Last Place on 
Earth’ ’.(Tuesday, 9.10). Was 
Scott a hero or an egomaniac 
bumbler driven by outworn vis- 
ions of empirical glory? Was his 
wife merely a loyal helpmeet, or 
an obsessional fame freak, driving 
■her husband on to impossible 
tasks? This is the great con- 
troversy surrounding foe series. I 
don't know the answer, but one 
thing is very intriguing; when 
asked by interested parties to add 
a disclaimer to foe series, saying 
that it was an “historical dra- 
- matisation” and that not all that 
one saw foe literal truth, the pro- 
ducer, Trevor Griffiths, refused. 
Why? He el aims that the viewer 
can distinguish between foe his- 
torical truth and a dramatic rec- 
ounting. Can they? Unless one is 
90 and plus, one has no idea what 
went on in foe South Pole in those 
days. Whatever, I do object to 
another form of licence taken by 
Mr. Griffiths. Towards foe end of 
foe series, as Scott and his cronies 
■lie shivering and slowly dying. 
Captain Oates performs the all- 
time point! essly heroic gesture, 
and takes a very long walk. His- . 
lory, (as recounted in Captain 
.Scott’s diaries), remembers 
Oates’s final words as *Tm just 
going out, and may be some time” . 
Mr. Griffiths, in his wisdom, and 
slightly rabid loathing of foe emp- 
ire ethic which coloured the whole 
tragic event refuses to allow this, 
and hag Oates saying something 
like “A call of nature, Birdie”. 
Now I think this fairly silly. The 
reason given is that the only evi- 
dence for the original line is in 
Scott’s diaries, and they are not to 
be trusted. This argument can be 
continued an absurd mm. One can! 
have Nelson saying “Get Lost, 
Hardy”, instead of his more wid- 
ely reported remark. Whatever, 
foe series seems fairly promising., 
If anything, it will make us all app- 
reciate spring foe more, as we 
watch assorted crazies Sounder 
around in foe snow. Whether or 
not Mrs. Scott was the egomaniac 
that Mr. Griffiths claims, Daphne 
Manners gives a fairly stunning 
performance. I wouldn’t want her 
Kathleen within a million miles of 
myself. As she strained and gave 
birth, her manic mantra “a son, a 
son, a son” seemed more in kee- 
ping with Amundsen and his vik- 
ing mentality. Also, anyone who 
.enjoyed Martin Shaw's per- 
formance as Bilbo in “Tbe Pro- 
fessionals’’ must have got a real

shock watching foe first episode. 
He looked as if he had enc- 
ountered an absentminded red 
.Indian, who started to scalp him, 
and then got distracted. 

Fridays also have a very fresh, 
look in foe new cycle. Apart from. 
“Hot Pursuit” at 10.15, with the 
upright, good-looking and ess- 
entially solid hero braving shell 
and shot for foe sake of his wife, 
there is also a new comedy series 
at 830: “Mowing Haase”, and at 
9.10, a real relief for those viewers 
who were getting thoroughly sick 
of Murder, She Wrote. Intelligent 
as your columnist is, be is not, unf- 
ortunately, superhuman. Even so, 
I found it ridiculously easy to det- 
ect the bad die. Hew she was inv- 
ariable foe most unlikely suspect, 
who could be discovered by rec- 
ognising the individuals con- 
cerned and craven nature. This 
technique sustained me for about 
five episodes. Also, when did the 
silly woman actually do her wri- 
ting? Anyway, all this can be for- 
gotten, since Miss Jessica has van- 
ished, and is replaced by foe ori- 
ginal model Miss Marpfe, Agatha 
Christies’ enduring busybody and 
one of foe most unlikety detectives 
in crime fiction, who sets about 
solving four gruesome and baf- 
fling murders m the new 10 part- 
series. Although the charming old 
lady, who spends most of her time 
knitting, was made famous by foe 
late and great Margaret Rut- 
herford in the cinema, this is the 
first time that the Agatha Christie 
estate has been prepared to rel- 
ease the rights to the author’s fav- 
ourite creation for a major Miss. 
Marple television series. The four 
books which have been dra- 
matised are “The Body in foe Lib- 
rary”, “The Moving Finger”, “A 
Minder Is Announced” and “A 
Pocketful of Rye” . Unfortunately, 
foe problem of televirion’s res- 
ponsibility towards truth is rel- 
evant here also. Apparently there 
have been several minor changes: 
foe names of maids, the actual 
times of murders, and suchlike. 
Although these will only annoy 
real mainline Christie addicts, why 
were such changes necessary? 
Were they only done in order to 
satisfy television's need to be all- 
powerful? 

Whatever the answer, this series 
is bound to be better than “Spi- 
der’s Web” which concludes on 
Wednesday at Z0.I5. Admitrably 
this story comes from foe early 
Christie years, and lacks foe ing-

enuity of her later and classic cre- 
ations, but even so. Penelope 
Keith does her best as foe lady 
who finds a body in her sitting 
room, but she is fighting a losing 
battle, surrounded as she is by a 
hysterical child, an histrionic 
nurse, a studied detective, and 
three idiotic English nit-wits, who 
happily connive in her cover-up of 
the foul deed. One scene last week 
beggared belief.

What else is on this week?

Now I admit that 
Fm pretty much a philistine when 
it comes to classical music, esp- 
ecially classical guitar music, but I 
find myself, watching the exotic 
Spanish panoramas, expecting 
Anthony Q uinn to appear on 
stage left, lugging a whopping 
great cannon. At 9.Z0 “George 
Washington” continues to gallop 
gaily around foe American plains. 
A major problem is looming here. 
The lead role is played by a sta- 
ndard Hollywood aero (Barry 
Bostwick, would you believe?),, 
with beautiful gleaming white 
teeth. But Washington ended up 
with false nashers made of wood. 
A rare case of a politician who 
talked not only rot, but dry rot at 
that. At 10.15 there's Hawaiian

Thursday’s attack followed an 
attack on foe day earlier when a 
rocket was fired on the building 
housing foe Jordanian embassy in 
Rome. The shell damaged an apa- 
rtment below the diplomatic mis- 
sion which is located on the fifth 
floor of the five-storey building. A 
20-year-old Arab youth carrying a 
Lebanese passport and a nine- 
millimetre-pistol was arrested by 
Italian police immediately after 
foe attack. 

. On March 21, Alia offices in 
Athens, Nicosia and Rome were 
foe targets of simultaneous ban- 
dgrenade attacks. The attacks inj- 


ured five people, including a Jor- 
danian employee of foe airline. 

Callers saying that they spoke 
for “black September” have da- 
isied responsibility for foe attacks 
on foe Alia offices and foe emb- 
assy in Rome. 

The representative of the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) in Rome said Wednesday 
that that attacks appeared to be 
part of attempts to undermine foe 
Feb. 11 agreement reached bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO on a 
formula for joint action towards a 
peaceful settlement to foe Pal- 
-es tmian problem. 

Some PLO officials have also 
said that “black September” was a 
cover name adopted by Syrian and 
Libyan intelligence agents wor- 
king against foe Jordan-PLO agr- 
-eement. 

Both Syria and Libya have sev- 


erely criticised the Feb. 11 agr- 
eement and support a new '‘nat- 
ional Palestinian salvation front” 
grouping dissident PLO factions 
opposed to PLO Chairman Yasser 
Arafat who signed the agreement 
with King Hussein. 

There have been several att- 
empts .against Jordanian dip- 
lomats working abroad and Azmi 
AJ Mufti, foe Jordanian consellor 
at foe Kingdom’s embassy in Buc- 
harest, was assassinated late last 
year. 

Foreign Minister taher AJ 
Masri returned to Amman Thu- 
rsday after delivering a message 
from 'King Hussein to Romanian 
j President Nicoiae Ceasescue. The 
'Jordanian News Agency, Petra, 
said the message dealt with the 
interrogation process of a suspect 
held in connection with the ass- 
assination of Mr. Mufti.

They said foe fighting, in which 
55 people have been killed and 
200 wounded, was a trap to abort’ 
their “March 12 Movement.” 

Muslim leaders have voiced 
suspicion that foe militias are see- 
king to set up an exclusively 
Falangist-controlled zone around 
Sidon. 

There have also been charges of 
involvement by Israel, whose for- 
ces are being harrassed by res- 
istance men as they continue their 
withdrawal further south. 

The rebel statement made no 
-comment on efforts by Mr. Gem- 
ayel to summon a national con- 
ference of Christian leaders to 
take a stand against their revolt. 

Press reports said Mr. Gemayel 
wants to hold the conference qui- 
ckly after an envoy of Syrian Pre- 
sident Hafez Al Assad told him on 
Monday to overcome foe revolt 
within a few days. 

Syria has said it will not remain 
idle in foe face of the revolt, which 
threatens its efforts to achieve 
“national reconciliation” in Leb- 
anon through the reforms Mr. 
Gemayel is seeking. 

In Beirut itself, rival militiamen

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Housing Bank profits JD 2.6m

AMMAN (jPetra) — The Housing 
Bank made J D 2.$ million net pro- 
fit in 1984 a$ was revealed at its 
general assembly meeting on Fri- 
day. 

Hie bank’s reserve totalled JD 
2 1.9 million and total assets stood 
at JD 343 million, according to the 
annual report presented to the 
shareholders meeting. 

The report showed that the 
bank during its 11-years in ope-, 
ration has extended JD 246 mil- 
lion in loans to individuals, private 
and public sector institutions. The 
bank has also invested in the con- 
struction of 56,000 housing unite 
all over Jordan. 

The report said that the bank, 
which has the highest number of 
branches in the country, stands 


second in total deposits and sav- 
ings amounting to JD 246 raiUioQ, 

The bank has opened six bra- 
nches in 1984 bringing to 71 the 
number of its country-wide chain. 

Addressing the assembly was 
the bank’s chai rman of die board 
of directors and director general 
Mr. Zubair Kbouri who that 
the bank’s policy is to extend its 
services to all Jordanian sectors 
and communities, to encourage 
and attract savings and to promote 
banking and saving awareness in 
urban and rural communities. 

The banks assembly approved 
unanimously the bank’s general 
budget for 1984 and the transfer 
of a profit percentage to the 
bank's reserves. 


Internationa! borrowings drop 


PARIS (R) — Borrowings on int- 
ernational capital markets slowed 
■down markedly last month and 
bond issues from top -industrial 
countries were particularly low, 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
(OECD) said Friday. 

The 24-nation grouping said 
preliminary data showed the vol- 
ume of funds raised on medium 
and long-term financial markets 
totalled $14 billion in March, a 
drop of $4.4 billion from Feb- 
ruary. 

Borrowing on external bond, 
markets also fell, to $9.7 billion 
from $13.9 b illio n in February, 
mostly due to a $4.7 billion drop in 
Eurodollar bond offerings, tri- 


ggered by die recent turmoil on 
foreign exchange markets, the 
OECD said. 

The OECD’s own members 
took only 73 per cent of the money 
lent internationally in March 
compared with 82 per cent in the 
previous six months. 

But aggregate borrowing by 
developing countries in March 
totalled $1.8 billion, the largest 
volume since last October. The 
major borrowers were South 
Korea with $900 million and Mal- 
aysia which borrowed $600 mil- 
lion. 

The OECD also said March 
witnessed a strong comeback by 
East European borrowers which 
raised a total of $560 million.

World Bank, USAID 
pesticide control

WASHINGTON (USIA) — The 
World Bank has announced new 
guidelines for the use of pesticides 
in agricultural development pro- 
jects. 

Developed in collaboration 
with the U.S. Agency for Int- 
ernational Development 
(USAID) the rules are designed to 
avert damage to health and the 
environment from projects in 
developing countries. 

In announcing the guidelines at 
a press briefing April 1, World 
Book Vice-President for Ope- 
rations Policy Mir. S. Shahid Hus- 
ain said “It is important that use of 
pesticides financed under World 
Bank loans should be consistent 
with sound pest management pra- 
ctices and accompanied by saf- 
eguards to protect the users, the 
general public and the env- 
ironment," 

USAID’s Senior Assistant 
Administrator for Science and 
Technology Mr. Nyle Brady wel- 
comed the guidelines, telling rep- 
orters at the same briefing that 
USAID endorses the guidelines 
“as an important first step in ens- 
uring increased safety and cost- 
effectiveness of pesticide usage on 
a widespread basis." 

USAID has bad regulations 
governing pesticide procurement 
since 1978, Mr. Brady said; the 
guidelines being adopted by the 
World Bank fit “closely with the 
current state-of-the-art in the rat- 
ional selection of pesticides where 
both safety and economic con- 


siderations must be given their fair 
share of emphasis.” 

Mr. Brady stressed that the ind- 
iscriminate use of chemicsls to 
control pests does not necessarily 
lead to profitable agricultural 
production. The number of 
pesticide-resistant pests has inc- 
reased in developing countries 
and this “rapid growth (is) str- 
ongly influenced by overuse of 
pesticides." be said. ' 

Mr. Husain explained in a pre- 
pared statement: 

“The guidelines place great 
emphasis on the integrated pest 
management approach, in which 
pesticides are used minimally as a 
short-term deterrent to the 
build-up of particular pest species 
to economically damaging levels. 
They further call for the selection 
of chemicals, taking account of the 
safety and effectiveness or alt- ^ 
enjatives under local climatic and ' 
environmental conditions, their 
compatibility with integrated pest 
management, the existence of nat- 
ional or international regulations 
or recommendations regarding 
use of particular materials for par- 
ticular crops and the reliability of 
potential suppliers to deliver pro- 
ducts of a high quality, app- 
ropriately packaged and backed 
by well qualified technical advice 
and support.” 

He pointed out that achieving 
safe pesticide use will “require the 
continued and increasing coo- 
peration of member countries in 


a>n trailing and regulating the 
handling, storage and use of haz- 
ardous materials, and of the ind- 
ustry, where, after aii, the bulk of 
the expertise lies, is assisting 
member countries and ourselves 
with this task.” 

Mr. Brady suggested that the 
adoption of guidelines by the 
World Bank may encourage other 
development institutions to adopt 
similar standards. 

Mr. Husain noted that the 
World Bank is making edu- 
cational materials on pesticide 
control available (o instructors in 
developing countries ir. French. 
Spanish and English. 

In addition, be said that two 
posters will soon be released that 
are “designed to help the user of 
pesticides, who may be illiterate, 
to handle them in a safe manner." 

The World Bank is also pla- 
nning to hold training sessions for 
its own employees to make sure 
that they are aware of the ser- 
iousness of the guidelines. Dr. 
James Lee, chief of the World 
Bank Environment, Science and 
Technology Office, told reporters. 

The guidelines include 22 ope- 
rational requirements that must 
be observed by World Bank staff 
in designing, approving and imp- 
lementing development projects 
financed by the Bank. The req- 
uirements deal with such matters 
as the selection, procurement, 
handling, storage and application 
of pesticides.

BNOC to cut oil price, traders say 


ROTTERDAM (R) — The 
state-owned British National Oil 
Corporation (BNOC) Thursday 
proposed to cut the price it pays 
producers for North Sea crude oO 
for detivety this month by $1.15 to 
$27 JO a barrel, traders said. 

European free -market prices 
for North Sea etude showed tittle 
reaction but spot prices fell in New 
York and the pound sterling dro- 
pped on foreign exchange markets 

03 analysts in London said the 
move, though having a psy- 
chological impact, did not directly 
affect the selling price for BNOCs 
oil, most of wiridj has been sold 
through the spot or free market 
since the beginning of 1985 and is 
currently quoted around $28.35 a 
barrel. 

The sources said BNOC had 
begun mforming its suppliers of 


the new price verbally as it had 
bees instructed by Britain's ene- 
rgy department not to send official 
telexes. Traders here said this was 
an apparent attempt by the British 
government to avoid a head-on 
clash with Nigeria. 

OPEC member Nigeria charges 
$28.65 for its similar bonny light 
crude. The West African producer 
has said repeatedly it would match 
any price cut by Britain cent for 
cent and with its price now more 
than $1 above the new British 
price, analysts said the spotlight 
was on Lagos to see how it rea- 
cted. 

. BNOC, which is to be abolished 
by the government possibly by the 
end of 1 985, said two weeks ago it 
was scrapping its old monthly pri- 
cing system in favour of prices lin- 
ked to free or spot market levels. 


In London, BNOC declined to 
comment on the report. 

Thursday's proposed erode oil 
price cut by BNOC to around rec- 
ent spot-market levels was the 
second in less than six months due 
to weaker demand worldwide. 

A SI. 35 barrel price reduction 
last October triggered a prolonged 
crisis for the Organisation of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC), which seeks to control 
the world oil market through a 
price and quota pact. 

Britain, the world’s fifth largest 
o3 producer, is not a member of 
OPEC, and BNOC, which mar- 
kets 51 per cent of British North 
Sea crude, has had to depend on 
heavy government subsidies bec- 
ause its official price h 2 s been out 
of line with the free market in 
most months since mid -1984. 


Suharto streamlines Indonesian 
customs rules, cuts port charges 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesian 
President Suharto Thursday str- 
eamlined customs procedures and 
cut port and shipping charges in an 
apparent attempt to root out wid- 
espread corruption and facilitate 
trade. 

Economy Minis ter Ali War- 
dhana told reporters that from 
Thursday, there would be fewer 
customs checks on exports and on 
certain types of imported goods in 
order to reduce port formalities. 

The new measures were out- 
lined in a presidential instruction 
aimed at speeding up the Dow of 


trade and boosting exports outside 
the petroleum sector on which 
Indonesia relies for most of its for- 
eign exchange. 

President Suhartc also ordered 
that port and shipping charges be 
reduced following complaints that 
they are unreasonably high. 

The president last month ord- 
ered aimed forces chief Benny 
Murdani to personally supervise 
new port and shipping regulations 
and ensure that they are properly 
observed. 

Traders say that widespread 


corruption and agonisingly slow 
bureaucratic customs procedures 
have slowed export growth. 

Effective Thursday. Mi. Wai- 
dhana said, most goods would be 
checked abroad by an appointed 
surveyor at the country cf origin 
for imports, and foe country of 
destination for exports, in order to 
reduce the workload of Ind- 
onesian customs officials. 

"This will significantly reduce 
the time and oosts one spends at 
the pons for exports and imp- 
orts," Mr. Wardhana said. 


At his last press conference bef- 
ore the resignation of the outgoing 
cabinet. Dr. Anani reviewed the 
performance of various Jordanian 
companies. He noted that sup- 
portive government measures 
have resulted in improvement and 
progress in the aluminium and 
ceramic industries and firms eng- 
aged in packaging and carton 
manufacturing. 

Citing better achievements and 
results also in the Arab Mining 
Company and the cement, tan- 
ning, chemicals and blankets ind- 
ustries, the former minister str- 
essed that industrial firms were 
being given maximum attention 
by the government in order to 
protect the shareholders’ interests 
in the first place within ihe scope 
of boosting exports and improving 
Jordan’s trade balance. 

Dr. Anani explained that efforts 
being exerted by the government 
to invigorate the glass, potash and 
fertilizer companies need time to 
materialise in visible results but 
noticeable upturn should be evi- 
dent in 1985 and 1986. 

Defending the government’ s 
moves to aid the industry without 
infringing on global trade lib- 
eralism he said world-wide trend 
of dumping cheap quality and 
low-priced goods in Third World 
countries was posing an increasing 
threat to productive investments 
in Jordan. 

Besides, he added, large sums 
were spent on preparing ihe basic 
infrastructure for ind- 
ustrialisation, and urged ind- 
ustries “to utilise the inf- 
rastructure more effectively." 

Dr. Anani. reiterating the need 
to cut imports by activating the 
industry, encouraging domestic 
trade and protecting worthwhile 
investments, acknowledged that 
many companies were previously 
licensed to provide various types 
of services without any in -depth 
study or evaluation and that no 
effort was followed to keep up or 
upgrade these firms' operations. 
He said a review cn each of these 
companies is now taking place by 
the ministry's experts. 

The former minister disclosed 
that the government is exploring 


ways to reorganise its relationship 
with some companies such as the 
Jordan Electric Power Company, 
and would also examine the ope- 
rations of the Jordan Wood Ind- 
ustries Co., and Hammamat Mafn 
as well as many others. 

In this respeerr the sta- 
ndardisation and Metrology Dep- 
artment was entrusted with a lea- 
ding role to insure a quality of 
goods that can compete well in 
export markets, Dr. Anani said. 

He emphasised that Jordan's 
marketing drive has improved 
considerably, especially in basic 
national exports of phosphate, 
cement, potash and fertilizers, and 
that in 1985 income from exports 
might reach JD 360 million, dou- 
ble the 1983 earnings. He rev- 
ealed that imports, mainly luxury 
items, has dropped significantly in 
1984, though he gave no specific 
figures. 

Dr. Anani said the focus of eff- 
orts aimed at boosting exports 
would be neighbouring Arab cou- 
ntries which have strong friendly 
ties with Jordan, especially Iraq, 
Egypt and Saudi Arabia and to 
countries in the Red Sea region 
such as North Yemen, Somalia, 
and Djibouti. He singled out pho- 
sphates, potash and other basic 
national products as being of par- 
amount importance in this regard. 

The former minister voiced ent- 
ire satisfaction with the economic 
growth being achieved despite few 
disappointments emerging from 
traders due to a shortage in liq- 
uidity. He underlined that there 
should be no reliance on the gov- 
ernment treasury for support and 
that entrepreneurs should show 
more productive input. 

Detailing the steps that would 
govern the moves by the ministry. 
Dr. Anani said that 1985 will be a 
year of close supervision on all 
companies with the aim of cre- 
ating opportunities and inc- 
entives. 

Financial statements of public 
shareholding companies would 
come under close scrutiny and that 
special importance would be given 
to gather information in order ro 
analyse and recommend action on 
specific economic sectors such as 


the chemicals, building materials, 
clothings, furniture and foo- 
dstuffs, he said. 

Dr. Anani declared that inv- 
estments require concentration on 
selling skills rather than a mas- 
tering of purchasing talents and 
ihataspedal unit will be set up at 
the minis try to cooperate with the 
industrialist regarding this aspect. 

Dr. Anani said that the Amman 
Financial Market was exp- 
eriencing a slowdown due to the 
absence of some businessmen who 
seek quick profits oh their capital. 
He added that this situation was 
only temporary. 

Noting that the banking sector 
was "sound and well," the former 
minister said that banks have sta- 
rted giving more in-dept con- 
sideration to their credits after 
being rushed into large profits in 
previous years due to the ext- 
raordinary economic boom that 
prevailed then. 

On the free trade agreement 
reached between the United Sta- 
tes and Israel Dr. Anani said that 
the agreement aims to aid Israel's 
ailing economy, through the ope- 
ning of U.S. markets for Israeli 
goods. 

He added that Israel would use 
this to re-export its highly tec- 
hnical products from U.S. markets 
to other countries. He said that 
Israel would also use this agr- 
eement to bargain with the Eur- 
opean Community (EC) for sim- 
ilar agreements. He said that while 
the agreement is very beneficial to 
Israel, it is very damaging to Arab 
interests. The Arab League and its 
economic bodies, have studied the 
matter and found that Arab boy- 
cott of U.S. goods, if imposed 
completely and to the letter, 
would be highly effective. 

On economic relations with 
Syria, Dr. Anani said that Jordan, 
in accordance with Arab summit 
resolutions, had not been effected 
by political differences and retains 
cooperation with Syria. He said 
that many Syrian-Jordanian joint 
companies are still functioning 
and cited the Jordan ian-Syri an 
Land Transport Company, the 
Jordanian-Syrian Industrial 
Company and the Free Trade 
Zone between the two countries 
as examples. He said that Jordan 
maintained the level of fruits and 
vegetable exports to Syria for the 
last three years. 

Dr. Anani said that a two-day 
conference will be held in June, in 
which investors representing 
many multi-national companies, 
will attend, as pan of the gov- 
ernment drive to attract foreign 
investors.

WASHINGTON (R) — An int- 
ernational bid to stabilise the vol- 
atile dollar and deal with Third 
World debt problems should go 
hand-in-haad with a new global 
trade round. West German Eco- 
nomics Minister Martin Ban- 
gemann said Thursday.

The West German minister, 
who has held talks this week with 
senior Reagan administration off- .

curb its budget deficit which he 
said fuelled turbulent exchange 
and interest rate movements. 

Mr. Bangemann said there sho- 
uld be more foreign exchange 


market intervention by Western 
central banks. 

Intervention "could cut off 
some of the abrupt mov- 
ements” but cutting the record 
$222.2 billion U.S. budge; deficit 
would have a more fundamental 
impact on exchange rates, he said. 

Mr. Bangemann also said the 
deficit was creating a dangerous 
protectionist mood in Congress.

SAN FRANCISCO (R) — The United States’ call on 
its antes to join in research on a space-based missile 
defence system is an invitation to contribute exp- 
ertise rather than funds, Secretary of Defence Cas- 
par Weinberger has said. 


ence Secretary Caspar Wei- 
nberger during talks in Was- 
hington last Monday that Bonn 
would now approve the U.S. com-, 
bat plane identification system 
and end its backing for a German 
rival. 


Mr. Weinberger, speaking on- 
foreign policy to the World Affairs 
Council of northern California, 
was asked what the U.S. would do 
if its allies decided against helping 
to fund the so-called “star 
wars" project. 

“There never was any real sug- 
gestion that NATO finance it or 
support if financially," Mr. Wei- 
nberger said. 

At the NATO defence min- 
isters' meeting last week in Lux- 
embourg, he had merely called for 
participation by bidding on some 
of the research contracts, he said.

Nicaragua rejects Reagan’s call for ceasefire 


WASHINGTON (R) — Nic- 
araguan Foreign Minister Miguel 
cfEscoto has rejected President 
Reagan's call for a cease-fire and 
negotiations with the Nicaraguan 
opposition. 

In the fust high-level response 
to Mr. Reagan’s initiative Thu- 
rsday, Mr. D’Escoto told ABCs 
Nightiine News programme Thu- 
rsday night that the peace pro- 
posal was “much more like a dec- 
laration of war.” 

Mr. D'Escoto said Mr. Rea- 
gan's proposal was a last-ditch att- 
empt to persuade the U.S. Con- 
gress to continue to finance the 
Nicaraguan guerrillas, known as 
“contras” and called “our bro- 
thers” by Mr. Reagan. 


“The president of the U.S. is 
very worried because... he has not 
been able to persuade the Ame- 
rican people and the Congress as 
to why they should continue to 
finance the opposition,'' Mr. 
D’Esooto said. 

Mr. D’Escoto, whose rejection 
echoed an earlier statement from 
the Nicaraguan embassy in Was- 
hington, called on Mr. Reagan to 
stop the war by ending U.S. sup- 
port for the Contras. 

“If he (Reagan) wants peace, 
really he is the one who is waging 
war. It is for him to stop the war,” 
Mr. D’Escoto said. 

‘The one who has declared war 
against the Nicaraguan people and 
the Nicaraguan government is 


President Reagan... The so-called 
Contras is nothing more than mer- 
cenaries at the service of Reagan 
policies,' ’ he said. 

Mr. Reagan’s initiatives, an - 
apparent bid to win congressional 
approval for $14 milli on in covert 
CIA aid for anti-Sand mis t gue- 
rrillas, was an extension of a rebel 
peace plan unveiled in Costa Rica 

It calk for a ceasefire and 
church-mediated talks between 
the rebels and the leftist Sandinist 
government on intemationally- 
supervised elections. 

Mr. Reagan set a 60-day dea- 
dline for progress on the talks and' 

. said if Congress releases the fiinds-

two weeks — he would allow the

Congressional opponents cha- 
rged that rebel money freed by 
U.S. humanitarian aid would Only 
be used to buy weapons. 

Francisco Campbell, the Nic- 
araguan spokesman in Was- 
hington, said the Managua gov- 
ernment was ready to negotiate 
directly with die United States,, 
but he adamantly ruled out a cea- 
sefire or my negotiations with the 
Contras. 

“We cannot negotiate with a 
group of people who are being fin- 
anced by a foreign power that is 
trying to overthrow the dem- 
ocratically elected government of 
Nicaragua,” he said. 


Papandreou expects election in June 


ATHENS (R) — Prime Minister 
Andreas Papandreou, who Thu- 
rsday asked President Christos 
Sartzetakis for early elections, 
said Friday he thought they would 
be held in June, four months bef- 
ore his term expires. 

He called on conservative imp- 
osition leader Constantine Mit- 
sotakis, whose refusal to recognise

GREAT YARMOUTH, England 
(R) — A former mental patient 
drank himself to death with gal- 
lons of water, a pathologist told an 
inquest. Pathologist John Ball said 
the man, Richard Cox, 31. drank 
gallons of water every day. He was 
once seen to gulp 13 half-pint gla- 
sses in succession, insisting it was 
good for his kidneys. Dr. Ball deft 
ened the cause of death as water * 
intoxication and said he found 
severe excess fluid in the brain tis- 
sues, as well as in the lungs and 
stomach. Only 100 such cases had 
been reported throughout the 
world, he said.

Accompanying shots 
of the fake royal trio a voice says: 
“Migros Restaurant — for people 
like you and me.” A British emb- 
assy spokeswoman has said the- 
embassy had told the Swiss Bro- 1 
adcasting Corporation the British 
Royal Family may not be used for 
commercial promotion. The adv- 
ert will be withdrawn after Easter, 
she added.
